J the Italian government can already con- 
j sider the redemption of the national debt. 
’This extraordinary result has been attain­ 
ted without recourse to foreign loans; for

increasing and 
unemployment is disap­ 
pearing. 
Italy has still much to do espe­ 
cially with regard to the reduction of the 
floating debt and the settlement of inter­ 
f a c e d debts, but what she has already 
• done gives her the first place among the 
belligerent states of the continent.” 
It was moreover at the celebration of

•called together the representatives of all 
the Italian banks in Rome the other day. 
The meeting was taken up chiefly by the

Gossip is the small change of social cur­ 
rency, and the world more often has 20 
pickel anecdotes than a single dollar fact. 
This explains the charm of biography. 
Biography is an art, and a very fine art 
when it is used to enlighten for posterity 
the methods, purposes and achievements 
of worthy leadership.
